man ofthe finance committee of the 
Senate, and discharged the duties of 
the position with murked ability. Ho 
was a warns supporter of Jackson's ad- 
ministration, and on mote than ono oc- 
casioti was elected Vice-President pro 
tem, Me had aright to think, and 
doubtless did think he had achicted a 
fame that would live after him. He 
died about thiity-seven ycars ng», and 
now let us ask, how many of the pres- 
ent generation ever heard of him ?
